THE LANDON SPEECH 
In their lack of directness and 
force the addresses of Governor 
Landon are in sharp contrast to 
the vigorous and straightforward 
utterances of President Roosevelt. 


Certainly Governor  Landon’s 
opening address of the campaign 
cannot be regarded as a useful con- 
tribution to the republican hope to 
recapture control of the administra- 
tion, and the same may be said of 
his address of yesterday.

BARCELONA, Aug. 10.—(By Air 
to Paris.)—Eighty thousand men of 
this town are under arms’ in the 
popular militia. Twenty-five thousand 
of them are away fighting the rebels 
under the walls of Saragossa, of 
which the outer suburbs are under 
fire. Another 20,000 have embarked 
to reconquer the Balearic islands. The 
latter army is entirely successful. All 
the islands are back under the con- 
trol of Madrid. A great amount of 
war material is therewith placed at 
the disposal of the government. 

Inside Saragossa every member of 
the popular front, liberals, socialists, 
moderate Catholics and republicans, 
have been assassinated. The garrison 
of that city is now appealing to Ma- 
drid not to let the town be bombarded 
on account of the splendid churches, 
art treasures and the women and chil- 
dren. The widows and orphans of the 
government's most loyal citizens, whom 
they murdered. The Madrid govern- 
ment is leaving the investment of 
Saragossa to the forces of Catalonia. 
These will give no quarter to the 
troops in Saragossa, if they fall into 
their hands. The city is defending it- 
self with desperation, for the fate 
of the garrison is sure to be destruc- 
| tion, every woman's son of them.

| Barcelona is in a fever. The con-

But Saragossa is holding out. 
Twelve regiments of the regular army 
hold that city. They are amply equip- 
‘ped. Reinforcements and victuals are 
continually arriving from the north, 
from Pampeluna and Burgos.. The 
ablest military men of Spain are de- 
fending that citadel of fascism. If 
it falls the north is virtually recon- 
quered and a huge army becomes 
| available to meet General Franco 
south of Madrid. But if Saragossa 
| holds out, Madrid must face Franco 
‘alone. 

Cafes are open here. Al! important 
buildings have been requistioned. Pub- 
lic services are functioning normally. 
Restaurants feed the militia free of 
| charge. Factories are working over- 
(time on armored cars, of which 10 
|are turned out each day and airplanes, 
of which two are completed every 24 
‘hours. There is plenty of ammuni- 
|tion. Plenty of food also. The peas- 
ants take care of that. The clergy is 
invisible. In this city where every 
fourth man you met in the past was 
a priest or a monk, this is remarkable. 

The news that in the event of a 

fascist victory the country would be 
'placed under the regency of a Roman 
|\Catholic cardinal, Mgr. Segura, who 
Was expelled a few years ago and who 
'has now returned from Rome to Bur- 
‘gos, to the rebel headquarters, has 
placed the clergy here in Catalonia in 
an unenviable position. But that an- 
nouncement about the cardinal’s re- 
turn may just be a trick. 
_ In the Basque provinces the clergy 
is namely supporting the government 
of Madrid, and priests are fighting 
with the ‘people. It is hoped that 
those priests will swing away from 
the support of the government if they 
hear that a prince of the church is 
intended to replace the legal authority 
in the country.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. 


PHONETICS WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—It sounded like serious in- 

ternational business when Hitler sent a dozen warships 
Under the outmoded rules of 1914 diplomacy, it would have 
meant war. Nations then talked less and fought more. 

Now, however, we have phonetic diplomacy. In measuring the im- 
portance of the daily crises in Europe, it is necessary to distinguish be- 
tween sound and substance. 

Der Fuehrer has learned from I! Duce that it is cheaper to talk than 
to fight; that the one who talks loudest frequently does not have to 
fight. He has had no opportunity to show off his navy since he. built 
one. Nor has he had an opportunity to display his newly assumed im- 
portance for Germany in world affairs. 

The parade of German vessels to Spain was accompanied by the 
goose-stepping of gray-clad nazi troopers at home. The people ate it 
up. Germany again had a place in the council of nations! Der Fuehrer 
was indeed the little giant! Heil Hitler! 

Outside diplomatists rightly discerned the purpose, paid unexcited 
attention to the move. 


CO-OPERATION Britain even gave Hitler a reasonable time to im- 
press the world and the people at home before 
stepping into the picture. 

The British seem to understand the phonetics game and go along 
with it, but do not play it very well. It is. not easily adapted to the 
spirit of conStitutional governments. You cannot fool the people easily 
unless you control the press and all the avenues of their information. 

The importance of Hitler’s grandstand play faded under Britain’s 
solemn warning that she would not tolerate anything resembling a block- 
ade of Spanish ports. So did the crisis. Italy promptly notified Britain 
of her acceptance of the French proposals for a joint neutrality pact. 

This left the Hitler cheering section suspended in midair, but only 
for a moment. Britain promptly offered a helping hand with the face- 
saving suggestion that the Spanish government offer an apology for 
having searched one of Mr. Hitler’s ships on the high seas. 

Note—The only thing which really worries the diplomatists in this 
simple game is that it is being played with real ammunition instead of 


blanks: 


SERVILITY The abject confessions which Russia generally produces 

from her political prisoners are always amazing to Amer- 
ican government officials. Usually the accused politician in Russia not 
only glibly admits the charges at his public trial, but insists his crime 
was twice as big. The custom is not widespread outside Russia. 

Authorities here have no direct line on how the Zinovieff-Kameneff 
confessions were obtained, but they have heard how some similar con- 
fessions have developed in the past. 

Only the unitiated believe the old story that the G. P. U. pounds 
admissions from prisoners with a rubber hose. This honored and 4an- 
cient police method has been widely used at times, but seldom pro- 
motes the volunteer spirit so distinctive in Russian confessions. In fact, 
it usually leads to repudiations of confessions later in open court. 

Russian officials have found it more effective to barter with their 
prisoners on a more practical basis. They have the power of life, death, 
comfort and happiness over all the relatives and friends of the accused, 
the wife, children, sweethearts. An accused prisoner generally appre- 
ciates the hopelessness of his own escape and can often be induced to 
give the soviets the kind of a propaganda confession they want in re-

An excellent example of the free- 
dom which exists today in our edu- 
cational institutions, is the active in- 
terest always taken by educators in 
our social, political and economic 
problems. In some instances, the ar- 
guments and conclusions advanced 
by our institutions of learning have 
jarred the viewpoints of those who 
are unable to see the necessity for 
change. : 


DEENDS TEACHERS’ 
| ACTIVITY IN POLITICS. 


But many examples could be cited 
of progressive policies in government 
and in business, which have had 
their origin in our educational in- 
stitutions. Education can usually be 
counted upon to encourage change 
when change means progress. Thus, 
our educational system has not been 
a thing apart from that restless 
search of the American people for 
ways of doing new things, and doing 
old things better. This is as it 
should be. 

If education is to realize its true 
goal, it cannot confine itself to an 
academic discussion of life—it must 
become part of life itself. I believe 
education is making a great con- 
tribution to the solution of our diffi- 
culties. It is creating increased in- 
terest and stimulating discussion, 
Letting every man have his say, is 
the constitutional method of solving 
our problems. Why should we make 
teaching into a suspect profession, 
by making olr teachers take a special 
oath.

The pit was dug fresh for the cooking and over the 
mesh grill were the already browned chickens, loins of 
lamb and pork and pork hams. 
Mr. W. J. Dozier was watching the barbecue, keeping an 
attentive eye on it. 3 
crimes are committed in the name of barbecue, but real barbe- 


cue of carefully selected meats is food fit for any epicure’s| 


table. It would be interesting to know how many people think 
they have eaten of barbecue and have not. 

Mr. Dozier is a barbecue expert. None but the se- 
lected meats go on his grills to cook slowly over coals 
basted in a sauce which is the real soul of a barbecue. 
Most of the alleged barbecue of the world is merely 
roasted meat which has poured over it a sauce which is 
is just hot sauce lacking in piquancy and flavor. 

“The sauce,’’ said Mr. Dozier, ‘‘is the soul of the bar- 
becue. It must be cooked into the meat. It must be cooked 
into it slowly through long hours of prayer and watchful waiting. 
It must enter the meat delicately, but thoroughly, filling it with 
its flavor.”’ 


COME AND LOOK. 
“Come and look,” he said. And stepped forward and 
raised a protective covering which had but lately been placed 
over it. 


He revealed a picture no artist could paint. There were 


‘the halves of chickens, brown and firm and yet moist with 


the sauce. There were the loins of lambs and pork and hams. 

The golden brown of them was a color which ex- 
cited the appetite. A colored attendant came up. 
‘“‘Mistah Dozier,’ he said, ‘‘it’ssabout time to turn that meat. 

Must I put more sauce on?” 

“Put more on,”’ said Mr. Dozier. And the meat received 
another basting of the sauce. And then was turned. 

‘“‘That meat,” said Mr. Dozier, “has been cooking since 
yesterday.” 

Barbecue, real barbecue, is cooked with coals, never 
with fire. Hickory coals or charcoal serve best. The 
process is a slow one, but the finished product is a rare 
one in these days of “bar-b-cue.”’ 

“How about the sauce?” I asked. 

“For this,” he said, “Il used a gallon and a half of apple 
vinegar, five pounds of the best butter, two bottles of tabasco, 
one box each of cayenne and black pepper, a generous pouring 
of Worcester sauce, a dozen lemons and a dash of salt. Taste 
it,’ he added. The taste was hot, and yet it did not burn. It 
was not strong, and yet it could carry an election.

SCORING AND THE OBJECTS OF 
SCIENTIFIC BIDDING. 

In bridge the bids are measured with 
tricks, but paid for in points. Points 
are, therefore, the stakes for which 
we play in bridge and the final cri- 
— of bidding strategy and meth- 
ods, 

The bid that will achieve the great- 
est number of points is the best final 
bid. It does not matter whether these 
points are obtained by scoring game 
or rubber at one’s own bid, or by scor- 
ing an equivalent penalty against the 
opponents. In fact, it is preferable, 
as a rule, to take the penalty rather 
than a game or rubber, even when the 
expected penalty is slightly below the 
value of the game. 

When the opponents have entered 
the bidding, the question of what bid 
in the partnership hands is the best 
depends entirely upon what the op- 
ponents could score at their own dec- 
laration. Your best contract, for in- 
stance, easily may be a sacrifice of 
500 points, if by so doing you can 
compel the opponents to give up their 
vulnerable game. The yardstick, there- 
fore, by which the partnership’s ex- 
pected gain or loss is measured is the 
point value of the contract which you 
can make, or the contract which the 
opponents can make against you. If 
you can score 120 points for making 


'four spades, and the game which you 
ean win is worth 300 points, your to- 
tal gain at your own bid will be 420 


points. If, instead of bidding, you 
double the opponents and defeat them 


300 points, you have lost 120 points. | 
If you defeat them 500 points, you! |}

Survey Shows Only Three 
Cases Have Been Found 
in the Area. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.— 
(UP)—When the United States com- 
pleted its sanitary cleanup of the Pan- 
ama Canal Zone pre liminary to dig- 
ging the canal itself, it not only wip- 
ed out yellow fever, but virtually end- 
ed leprosy as well, according to Dr. 
H. H. Anderson, of the University of 
California Medical school. 

Dr. Anderson, who has completed a 
‘leprosy survey in Latin-American 
colonies, says that only three of the 
820 lepers admitted to the Palo Seco 
colony, near Balboa, came from Pan- 
ama. 

The Palo Seco colony, which houses 
all of the known lepers in Panama, is 
under the jurisdiction of the health 
department of the Panama Canal. All 
new and arrested cases are examined 
at the Gorgas hospital, named in hon- 
or of the American general who di- 
rected the Canal Zone cleanup. 

Dr. Anderson found that the mor- 
tality in the Palo Seco colony is sur- 
prisingly low. Of the 140 lepers who 
have died since the establishment of 


disease itself. 3 
Tuberculosis and nephritis claimed
